ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May %.—The 
Speediest divorce ever secured in Mis- 
sourl, so far as is known, was that 
Branted yesterday to Mrs. Ella P. 
Tootle, wife of John J. Tootle, ‘the mil- 
lionaire of this city. The petition was 
filed late yesterday afternoon and the 
same evening the divorce was granted. 

The lawyers representing the contend- 
ing parties had arranged all details 
earefully beforehand, so that the sepa- 
ration might be had with the minimum 
of publicity. The wife’s petition was 
filed about 3 o'clock, It alleged simply 
the statutory grounds of cruelty and 
desertion. The husband's answer, filed 
a few moments afterward, was simply 
a general denial of the allegations in 
the wife's bill. Judge Henry M. Ramey 
tried the case at once, hearing only a 
few witnesses, and within a few hours 
after the suit had been filed the decree 
was granted. 

The speed and quiet with which the 
divorce was granted was a disappoint-

George Miller, a St. Louis livery em- 
Ploye, dieq at 10:30 a. m. Friday in 8t. 
Mary's Hospital, East St. Louis, five 
hours after he was shot at Centerville 
Station, six miles from East St. Louis, 
by one of a gang of 13 negro men and 
women, members of the Dollar Bill 
Club of 2204 Market street, whom he had 
driven to the place on a fishing excur- 
sion. The shot was fired in anger at 
Miller's demand that the crowd return 
to St. Louis when it began to rain. 


Tom Watkins, the negro who fired 
the shot, was arrested, with 10 others, 
and takes to the East St. Louis Police 
Station, followed by a crowd which in- 
creased to 300 before the station was 
reached, and which showed its indigna- 
tion by hurling mud and sticks at the 
prisoners. The aspect of the throng 
was sO menacing that the police, with 
drawn clubs, dispersed it. 

Watkins is the negro who shot and 
killed a negro politician, James Ray, on 
Chestnut street, two and a half years 
ago. He was never indicted or tried, 

When Miller was lifted from the wag- 
on at the Police Station and put into 
an ambulance he was thought to be 
dying. The bullet had passed through 
the abdomen and lodged near the spinal 
column. He was taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital, where he died. Miller 4s 29 
years old, unmarried and lived at 3519 
Wisconsin avenue. . ; 

Arrangements for the excursion were 
made Thursday night at the Dollar.

NEW YORK, May 2%.—At the request 
of District Attorney Jerome. Justice 
Scott today suspended the trial of Jose- 
-_phine Terranovia for the murder of her 
aunt in order to inquire into her sanity. 

For his concluding evidence. 
John Palmieri, counsel for 





Hammond, one of the alienists retained 
by the defense. Not only did Dr. Ham- 
mond prick the Tight side of the girl's 
body with needles, as all the other ex- 
pert witnesses had done, but he burned 
her limbs with matches until the skin 
Seared in great blisters. Yet the pris- 
oner gave absolutely no sign of pain. 

Before making his experiment, lest 
any simulation might be suspected, Dr. 
Hammond blindfolded Josephine Ter- 
ranova so she might not know when 
the flaming match was applied. Then 
at the moment of burning her he close- 
ly watched her face, knowing that even 
if the girl had will-power enough to 
remain passive, there would be no con- 
trolling or disguising the involuntary 
twitching of the facial muscles There 
Was no such twitching. This, in the 
opinion of the specialist, was absolute 
proof of the abnormal condition of half 
o7 the girl's body. 

Judge Palmieri called Dr. Hammond 
to the stand. He testified: 

“T visited this girl on two occasions, 
I found her undoubtedly suffering 
from adolescent insanity. She had 
hallucinations of sight and hearing, 
imagining that she saw her aunt and 
uncle whom she had killed, and that 
she spoke with them. She also 


thought she heard the voice of God. 
believe that abuse would have been 
apt to produce such physical and 
mental condition as I found in this 
case.”’

Manager Cowdery Refused to 
Purchase Section Embrac- 
ing Mannion’s Park. 





E. G. Cowdery, vice-president and 
general manager of the Laclede Gas 
lAgnht Co., said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday that he anticipated a re- 
port at Friday night’s meeting of the 
House of Delegates on the bill vacating 
South St. Louis streets, which now in- 
tersect the site of the company’s pro- 
posed %,000,000 plant. This bill is now 
in the hands of the Public Improvements 
Committee, which, because of the time 
which has elapsed since its introduction, 
has been actused by minority members 
of “holding up” the bill. 

The bill provides for the vacation of 
streets in a 200-acre tract at the mouth 
of River Des Peres. 

The proposed plant will represent at 
the outset. a $5,000,000 investmént, which 
will be later increased to $25,000,000. 

If this bill is not reported out and 
dies in committee, the gas company 
will have on their hands a ‘‘white ele- 
phant"’ in the shape of the 200-acre tract, 
which is mostly swamp land, and which 
has been bought up piece by piece dur- 
ing the last two years, the company 
paying for it nearly half a million dol- 
lars. 

Mr. Cowdery said that Edwrd Foristel, 
who until a month ago was drawing a 


Salary of $75 a month as an operator in 
the Fire Alarm Department of the 
City Hall, told him that he owned 
two pieces of property, which border 
on the tract bought yp by the gas com- 


pany. 

Foriste] said, according to Mr. Cow- 
dery, that the contemplated improve- 
ments of the gas company’s tract 
would injure his property. He also 
Said that as he was acquainted with 
members of the House of Delegates, 
he knew they would pass no bill 
which would injure anyone's proper- 
ty. 

Foristel Gets $18,000, 


So the gas company looked into the 
matter, and finally decided that it would 
find use for the ground. Thus Foristel 
£0¢ his $18,625. 

- Mr. Cowdery says he bought -the land 
nol because Foriste] said the House of 
Delegates would not pass the bill if the 
property were not bought, but because 
the gas company found that the ground 
would be very useful. 

But Foristel’s activity did not cease 
here. Half a dogen owners of property. 
along Water street, just riverward of 
Broadway and between Broadway and 
the gas company’s ground, which they 
bought from Foriestel, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that Foristel took verbal 
options on their property. This property 
consists of 11 lots. 

But Foristel did not offer this property 
for sale to the gas company. Ynstead, a 
man who said he was A. H. Good, went 
to see Officials of the Mercantile Trust 
Co. about it. He told them that he had 
an option on Mannion’s Park and the 
property directly back of it, eleven lots, 
on which Foristel had obtained verbal 
eptions Foristel’s name wags not. men- 
tioned in the matter.

$120,000. According to Mercantile Trust

Mr. Cowdery, through the Mercantile 
Trust Co., told Good that he had no 
intention of buying any more property. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter the Man- 
nion brothers, proprietors of Mannion’s 
‘Park, denied Friday that they ever gave 
(an option to anyone onm.their property. 

Mr. Cowdery, with the assistance of 
his secretary and his chief engineer, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the history of 
the bill. 

“The bill wag introduced in November 
last,”’ he said. “At this time we had 
bought up all the property that we 
wanted during the course of two years, 
and at an outlay of about $450,000.

Declare Offense, if Committed, 
Not in Missouri Court's 
Jurisdiction. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 2.—Judge 
Smith McP..erron, in the United States 
District Court here this morning, sus- 
tained the demurrer to the indictment 
against George H. Crosby, former 
freight traffic manager of the Burling- 
ton Railway, charged with alleged con- 
Spiracy to grant rebates on freight 
shipments from the East to Missouri 
points. 

Judge McPherson sustained the claim 
that the Government, in the present 
trial, had failed to present sufficient 
evidence to show a conspiracy, and dis- 
charged the defendant. 

After sustaining the demurrer in the 
case of Crosby, arggments were begun 
on the demurrer fe the indictments 
against George L.¥ Thomas, the New 
York freight broker, and his chief 
clerk, L. B. Taggart, on trial with Cros- 
by, for alleged conspiracy. 

In the demurrer in these two cases, 
counsel for the defendants argued that 
the evidence so far produced by the 
Government, which finished its side of 
the case late yesterday, had failed to 
show any evidence of a _ conspiracy. 
They held further that if a crime 
against the interstate commerce act had 
been committed that it was committed 
in New York, where the alleged pay- 
ment of rebates by Thomas were made, 
and not in Missouri, and that, there- 
fore, the Missouri Court lacked jurisdic- 
tion. 

It was further argued that the court, 
having discharged Crosby, was bound to 
discharge Thomas and Taggart. These 
two defendants, it was argued, were not, 
therefore, guilty, as it takes two persons 
to ereate a conspiracy, it being con- 
tended that Taggart and Thomas must, 
{mn fact, be considered as one person. 

The cases against Crosby, Thomas 
and Taggart were combined for con- 
venience. The case against Crosby is 
distinct from that against the Burling- 
ton Railway, which is charged with 
granting rebates to packers on freight 
rates. A demurrer to this indictment 
was denied by Judge McPherson here 
on May 22, and the trial of the Burling- 


ton was set for May 31, in Kansas City. 
Government’s Case Weak. 

District Attorney Van Valkenburgh 
was disappointed by his own witnesses. 
Many of them, it is olaimed, gave 
stronger testimony before the grand 
jury than they gave during the trial. 
Some of the leading Kansas City ship- 
pers testified in court to having received 
an aggregate of about $90,000 from Thom- 
as, but testified that they believed the 
money was in settlement of claims for 
shortages, mistakes in classification, 
overcharges, etc. Although the Gov- 
ernment declares these terms mere sub- 
terfuges, and insists that the payments 
were made as rebates of the simon-pure 
variety, it was not able to produce any 
evidence to prove it. 

Many witnesses testified that they 
received the money without knowing 
positively whence it came; men un- 
known to them walked into their of- 
fices, laid down envelopes containing 
money and remarked that “NM was 
from Thomas’ office*”” The « ‘Ipts 
were sometimes charged to t:cight 
accounts, sometimes to profit and 108s. 

Most of the shippers testified that 
their firms paid Thomas, who was 4 
freight broker, a small salary to route 
their shipments. By shipping thou- 
sands of tons a better rate was 5e- 
cured than if the shipments had been 
small. The money received “in set- 
tlement of claims” usually averaged 
about 10 per cent of the annual 
freight bills of the companies hiring 
Thomas, 

The defense Succeeded in bringing 
out indirectly that G. V. K. Harris, 
formerly a cierk in the Burlington 
auditor’s office at Chicago, had left 
the employ of the company and that 
simultaneously there had disappeared 
a large number of vouchers covering 
money paid to shippers in this city, 
St. Louis and Omaha. It is the theory 
of the defense that the Government 
has seen these vouchers, but if it has 
them in its possession it cannot admit 
it, for the reason that to do so would 
be to confess to having secured them 
surreptitiously. 

It was the failure of the witnesses 
to substantiate the evidence based 
upon these vouchers which disap- 
pointed the Government.

‘Choice El- 
gin “Choice Creamery’’ ahd other such 
abels are used and in many cases are 
oni? meant to deceive customers, as the 
product is oleomargerine put up in 
ogg to appear as much as possible 
ike creamery butter. 








Four alleged manufacturers of oleo- 
margerine have been arrested and in- 
formation has been obtained which Mr. 
Clifford says will result in the arrest 
of a dozen more in a few days. The 
case of. the men arrested are set for 
trial June 15 in the Court of Crimfna!

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THE SLUSH FUND DANGER. 

The assumption that the broad review embodied 
in the Allison amendment to the rate regulation 
bill would defeat the whole purpose of the bill is 
not justified by the decisions of the Supreme Court 
concerning legislation for the regulation and con- 
@ol of corporations. The Federal Courts have 
shown no bias towards corporations or any dis- 
position to check or defeat the efforts of Congress 
to regulate interestate commerce, to prevent mo- 
nopoly, or to eliminate abuses by corporations en- 
On the contrary, 





gaged in interstate commerce. 
from the sweeping decision on the Northern Secu- 
rities merger down to the present time, the Federal 
Courts have uniformly shown a disposition to fol- 
low both the letter and the spirit of congressional 
acts, designed tp protect the public from corpora- 
tion abuses. The railroad rebate and Beef Trust 
injunctions and the ruling in the Tobacco Trust and 
Raper Trust .proceedings indicate this disposition. 

The fear that) the Sherman anti-trust act would 
he United States Courts was dis- 
sipated when the first effort was made to enforce 
it. That act hps been sustained at every point. 
Every attempt pf the Roosevelt administration to 
enforce laws regulating corporations has found a 
response in the) courts. The best support Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has had in all that he has under- 
taken in the dirpction of checking corporate abuses 
has come from the Federal Courts. There is rea- 
son to believe that the courts will not go beyond 
the strict interjretation of their powers and ob- 
ligations in conn 2 with the railroad rate regu- 
lation if that legislation finally put into the 
statute books in jits present form. 

The danger of |defeating the purpose of this legis- 
lation most to bé¢ feared lies in the influences which 
may be brought|to bear upon the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to promote the ends of the rail- 
powerful corporations affected by 
rate legislation. |The commission may be subjected 
to political influences, or it may be turned into a 
political board under the direction of a corrupt ad- 
It} is easily possible to imagine a 
concentration of |railroad and trust money and of 
railroad and trust influence to control the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the interest of the 
railronds and the trusts. It is possible that an 

administration indebted to rich, powerful corpora- 
tions for tremendous campaign funds combined with 
a campaign of corruption and terrorism, might try 
to turn the Interstate Commerce Commission, with 
the great powers) placed in its hands by Congress, 
into an instrument of oppression and of injustice. 
The commission might be packed or its members 
practically terrorized into subservience to corpo- 
rate demands. 

It is possible that the integrity of the Supreme 
Court might in the future be menaced !y a power- 
ful combination of railroad and trust interests with 
a hold on the party in power obtained through 
campaign slush funds and the corruption and _ bull- 
dozing of the electorate. 

These are the real dangers which will confront the 
people if corporations are permitted to contribute to 
party campaign funds. 
can easily be &tilized to corrupt party organizations 
and party leaders and to buy political power for 
their own purposes. Safety does not lie in check- 
ing the power of the courts or in increasing the 
power of commissions, but in eliminating the power 
of corporations in politics. An increase in the pow- 
er of commissions dependent upon a party admini- 
stration should be accompanied by legislation which 
makes it impossible for corporate interests to par- 
ticipate in polities through campaign contributions. 

Legislation prohibiting campaign contributions to 
national party organizations by great corporations, 
and providing for the publicity of campaign contri- 
~ butions and expenditures, would be the best safe- 
_ guard against the defeat of sound legislation for the 
protection of the public. Congress ought not to ad- 
- journ without adopting a law like that embodied in 
_the Foraker-Bailey bill, framed for that purpose. 
_ To increase the power of the Interstate Commerce 
- Commission to regulate corporations without pro- 
_ hibiting the participation in politics of the corpo- 
_ rations to be regulated is to invite something worse 
than the abuses from which we now suffer.

NOT TODAY; SOME OTHER DAY. 

A deputation of nearly four hundred women wait- 
ed on the British premier last Friday and de- 
manded woman suffrage. Moreover, they did not 
want it next session or next year or even tomorrow. 
They wanted it now. And when Sir Henry ex- 
plained that he could not grant this modest request 
because, while he himself believed women were as 
well qualified to exercise the right to vote as men, 
some of his colleagues were of a different opinion, 
and he therefore could not adopt the idea and 
make it a Government measure, they hissed him 
sharply. Whereupon he smiled indulgently and told 
them woman suffrage would “arrive” before many 
years. 

Tt was a lesson in practical politics for which 
ie delevates should have thanked the Prime Min- 
ister instead of hitting him. The success of the 
English people in the art of government is due to 
their loyalty to this principle: Do what is’ right 
when you can; don’t try to make progress until 
the majority is ready to take the step; to attempt

Every 
amendment should be carried. 
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SPRINGFIELD LYNCHING REPORT. 

The report of the grand jury in the Springfield 
lynching case is the strongest argument yet pro- 
duced against mob law. 

The argument is in the facts. The victims of the 
mob were innocent. On mere suspicion, or worse, 
they were seized by an insane mob and hanged and 
burned. Justice was repudiated, and not even ven- 
geance was satisfied. 

A more telling arraignment of savagery cannot be 
conceived than this simple fact—the negroes were 
innocent. No more convincing demonstration of 
the superiority of legal procedure over mob violence 
could be produced. 

The man who is disposed to look with indifference 
or approval upon lynching as a swifter justice than 
can be had in a trial in court should take the mat- 
ter home to himself. On.a whisper, a suggestion, or 
a malevolent word, he may be done to death. No 
man is exempt from such a peril in a community 
where lynch law is tolerated. The best, most tem- 
perate, most law-abiding citizen may find himself 
the object of crazy suspicion and before the crowd 
can recover their senses he will be carried to the 
stake. 

It is hard to believe that the outcome of the 
Springfield grand jury inquest will produce anything 
but disgust in that community, and a revulsion of 
feeling which will make a repetition of such sav- 
agery impossible. The lesson is severe, but it ought 
to be salutary. The courts should emphasize it in 
the punishment of the mob murderers. 
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That brightener of life, that source of innocent 
merriment, the Funnyside of the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, has been renewed and increased in attrac- 
tion by its great corps of artists in laughter.

“Col.” Casey, Chicago Man-

CHICAGO, May %.—Charles KE. Casey, 
known as thorough ‘‘man about 
town,’ was found dead in the Palmer 
House yesterday. At the end of 10 
years spent in the pursuit of 
pleasure, his life was brought suddenly 
to an end. 

“Colonel” Casey, as he was known to 
proprietors and waiters in resorts 
throughout the city, especially on the 
South Side, had done nothing since he 
came to Chicago about 1896 except to 
spend the money he had made n Ne- 
braska. He was born in Jerseyville, Ill., 
in 1800, and when a young man became 
a banker in Pawnee City, Neb. There 
he made a fortune in handling farm 
mortgage loans. 

In 1896 he was nominated for State 
Treasurer of Nebraska on the Repub- 
lican ticket, and was beaten by a small 
margin. He had spent a great deal of 
money in the campaign—he_ said the 
campaign cost him nearly $100,000—and 
the disappointment was a severe one 
to him. 

He removed to Chicago with his fam- 
ily, but did not engage in business. The 
greater part of his money was. invested 
in dividend-paying securities, and he 
carried a large bank balance. This gave 
him the opportunity for a life of pleas- 
ure, 

From stories told of him, he took full 
advantage of it, spending money with 
a free hand. He did not live with his 
family, but maintained a _ suite of 
rooms at the Chicago Athletic Associa- 
tion’s house, on Michigan avenue. He 
also had a room at a downtown hotel, 

Mr. Casey was a member of the 
Knights Templar and of the Loyal Le- 
gion. His father was a surgeon in the 
Civil War. r

Author vf Famous Mathematics 
Textbooks Drops Dead in 
Railway Station.

EXETER, ‘ H., May 2.—Prof 
George Albert Wentworth, whose name 
is widely known in America through his 
textbooks on arithmetic, algebra, ge- 
ometry and trigonometry, which are in 
use in many of the schools and colleges 
of the United States, fell dead yesterday 
of heart disease in the Boston & Maine 
Railroad station at Dover, N. H. 

Prof. Wentworth was 71 years old. 
Soon after he was graduated from Har- 
vard he became professor of mathemat- 
ics in Phillips Exeter Academy, which 
place he held from 1859 until 1892, when 
age compelled him to retire.

McCloskey’s Maddening Mob. 


Where McAleer began with a homo- 
genous and disciplined army, McClos- 


key began with a mob, a horde, a wild 
array of misfits, no accounts, rebels and 
insurgents. 

McCloskey has done well. Out of this 
ribald and wild brigade of sans-culottes 
he has developed four good pitchers and 
one second baseman. He has improved 
Arndt and McBride wonderfully. 

Himes and Smoot are also showing 
slight improvement, but are naturally 
sO lassitudinous that it seems almost 
<a too much of them to do any- 

Just now it appears that McCloskey 
has a really good pitching staff. Taylor 
is superb. Brown is pitching in just as 
fine form, though he lacks the sound 
pitching sense of Taylor, the working of 
the weaknesses of batters, that hard- 
to-hit high ball, etc. Brown, however, 
is a first-class pitcher just now.

WARSAW, Russian Poland, May 3%3.—

125 True Bills, Chatging Em- 
bezzlement Returned Against 
Pekin Financiers. 


PEKIN, Ill., May 26.—The Tazewell 
County grand jury yesterday returned 
125 indictments against D. C. Smith, 
Conrad Luppen, E. F. Unland and 
Henry Block, copartners of the de- 
funct bank of Teis, Smith & Co., on 


charges of embezzlement. 

The bank closed April 2 with lia-

DOCTOR LIABLE 
0 PRISON TERM 


Dr. French Convicted on Three 
Counts of Sending Im- 
proper Letters. 


LETTERS USED 


Maximum. Penalty Is $5000 
Fine and Not More Than 
Five-Year Sentence. 


Sentence probably will be pronounced 
Monday in the United States District 
Court on Dr. J. B. French of 2200 South 
Second street, convicted by a jury late 
Thursday on three out of four counts 
in an indictment charging him with 
sending improper matter through the 
mails. Judge Pollock, before whom the 


case was tried, deferred sentence Thurs- 
day afternoon until time could be given 
Dr. French's attorney to take what- 
ever action was to be made looking to 
an appeal. The jury was out only 2 
minutes. 

Dr. French sat motionless and alone, 
his attorney having left the courtroom 
as the verdict was read. The maximum 
sentence for each of the three counts 
on which he was convicted is a fine of 
$5000 or a sentence of not more than five 
years in the penitentiary, or both the 
fine and sentence. 

The indictment against Dr. French 
and testimony introduced at the trial 
showed that four decoy letters, written 
by Postoffice inspectors in answer to 
advertisements, were answered by the 
W. C. Medicine Co.,.composed at first 
of Dr. French and a man named Fra- 
zier and later managed by Dr. French 
alone. The answers told what the 
medicine would do. 


Inspectors Called on Him. 


Postoffice Inspectors Clark and Wilbur 
wrote the decoy letters, and Inspectors 
Sullivan and McAfee followed up the 
case by calling on Dr. French. The de- 
coy letters were signed by the inspec- 
tors with women’s names and the an- 


Swers were so addressed. 

The defense of Dr. French, spiritedly 
conducted by Attorney Chester H. 
Krum, was based on a three-fold cog- 
tention. It was held that the decoy let- 
ters were based on fictitious names and 
that the use of these names in the in- 
dictment rendered it invalid because no 
such persong existed. That none of the 
letters were = by Dr. French, but by 
Frazier and thout the knowledge of 
Dr. French, and that the medicine was 
not what the letters purported it to be 
and would not have the effect the let- 
ters vouchsafed for it was another con- 
tention. 

After a long argument between At- 
torney Krum and District Attorney 
Dyer, while the jury took a_ recess, 
Judge Pollock sustained the Govern- 
ment on all the points and the jury 
was called in and charged by the court. 
The charge to the jury contained the 
instruction that if Frazier signed the 
letters with the Knowledge of his part- 
ner, Dr. French, the latter must be 
held responsible and a verdict of guilty 
returned. 

The basis of the fourth count was a 
letter, subsequent to a former one, 
written to the same fictitious person, 
and as it contained no direct violation 
of the postal laws, the jury rejected 
that count. 


CAR AS AN AMBULANCE. 


Man’s Skull Is Fractured in 
Trolley Accident. 


A street car was used as an ambu- 
lance to carry William H. Bidecker, 
victim of a car accident, to the North 
End Dispensary Friday, where he was 
found to be suffering from a fractured 
skull. A record run was made with him 
to the City Hogpital, where his condi- 
tion is declared to be critical. 


Eidecker is 40 years old. His home 
is in Mehville, St. Louis County. He 
Was on a Broadway car on the way to 
his work, standing on the crowded back 
latform.

MAY REMOVE HEAD 
OF PATENT OFFICE 


Numerous Complaints Against 
Commissioner Allen Arouse 
Secretary Hitchcock. 








TAKES LONG VACATION 





Allen Wants Office to Suspend 
Operations While He’s 
Away. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—Secretary 
Hitchcock is displeased with the man- 
ner in which Commissioner of Patents 
Allen is conducting his office, and, OW- 
ing to the numerous complaints against 
him will in all probability recommend 
his removal from office. 

The bus.ncss of the office is falling be- 
hind eonstantly, but notwithstanding 








this Commissioner Allen is now prepar- 
Allen has taken two months’ leave of ab- 





sence and to suspend the business of 
his office for that period of time. since 
hecoming Commissioner of Patents Mr. 
Allen has taken two onths’ leave of ab- 
sence each summer and before his ‘e- 
parture issued an order directing that 
nu cases should be docketed or heard by 
the Assistant Commissioner. 

‘The law provides that in the absence 
of the Commissioner the Assistant Com- 
missioner shall hear appeals and per- 
form the duties of the Commissioner. 
But Mr. Allen, by these orders. has tied 
the hands of his assistant and made it 
impossible for inventors to get action on 
their cases. This action by the Com- 
missioner always entails financial loss 
to the inventors whose cases are before 
the Patent Office. 


Patent Lawyers Protest. 


Last summer a committee representing 
the Washington patent bar made a pro- 


test against the unlawful action of the 
commissioner in tying the hands of his 
assistant and suspending the business of 
the office. Allen was called on for an 
explanation by the Secretary of the In- 
terior and as a result of this heart-to- 
heart talk the committee withdrew its 
charge. 

This year the Commissioner has again 
given notice that the business of the 
office will be suspended during July and 
August, but has amended his order by 
adding that cases will be heard when !t 
is shown that injury will result if no 
hearing is granted. This order has 
angered the Secretary of the Interior, as 
well as the patent attorneys throughout 
the country,’as it forces the attorneys to 
incur the expense of coming to Wash- 
ington to show that great damage will 
be sustained by their clients unless a 
hearing is granted. 

This is regarded as an injustice, as 
these inventors are guaranteed by law 
a prompt hearing without being foreed 
to show that they will suffer irreparable 
loss if the hearing is denied. 

In addition to this complaint there is 
great dissatisfaction because the busi- 
ness of the Patent Office is falling be- 
hind every month. On March 13 the 
number of undecided patent cases on 
hand was 19,152: on April 10 the num- 
ber was 20,268, and on May 15 the total 
had risen to 21,414. This shows that the 
business of the office is falling behind at 
the rate of 1000 a month
